Gives Lecture on 
Atomic Make-Up 

Dr. Foster Speake over Pro- 
vincial Hour 

SPECTRA IMPORTANT 

Origin of Cosmic Rays Trac- 
ed to Formation 
of Nuclei * 

"Atoms ara electrically neutral" de- 
clared Dr. J. S. Foster, Professor of 
Physics at MdGIU in his talk over the 
Provincial . Hour .yesterday '.over Sta- 
tion CKAC^ Beginning his address, 
with a description of the constitution 
of the . atom, he declared that there 
were "two parts to' the atom, the nu- 
cleus arid the' outer layer of "circulat- 
ing particles. ' The nucleus la largely, 
composed of protons, or positively 
charged particles, whereas the circu- 
lating band Is composed largely of 
eleotror.s. A superiority In numbers of 
the protons over the electrons would 
givp the substance a . nett^^.posltlye 
oliargê~ffîd''â' supérîdrU^ of' tlie' élpc'^ 
tronsi over the protons would give the 
substance a nott negative charge. 
Electrons' Indivisible. 
That electrons and protons could 
not be further divided was the opln- 
•on of tlio speaker , From. mathemati- 
cal .c^c^aUons,;.the exact number df 
prôioHsjl^iâ - , electrons lii the atom 
could ' be 'dêtermlnei^^^é. substance 
Lithium lllustratM^^^pisrii.

British Columbia Professor 
Delivers Address on Radio . 

"Students are Idealists" stated Pro- 
fessor L. L. S'elwyn In tho courso ot 
an addi-oss on "Student Attitudes" 
over radio station CK./^G last night. 
Professor Selwyn Is a member of the 
staff at the ■ Unlvorslty of British 
Columbia and gave his lecture under 
tho auspices of tho national Council 
of Educa,tIon. .> 

In commencing his talk thè 'spoaJt- 
«r stated that It was Impos.sIbl6 to 
speak of the average student as .there 
was In fact no average student. Each 
one has a separate ;indlyldiiallty to 
an. even greater extent 'tiiat ' the man 
In the street. 

Student Attitude 

The. speaker then treated In well 
defined sections of his observations 
of etudent attitudes to various ques- 
tions. • 

They like, to consider themselves 
peculiar from the rest of mankind, he 
stated, but in actuality ' they axe tho 
most human of citizens and, their 
'superficial enthusiasms are iield In 
check by a strong conservatism. They 
realise ' that a gnlverslty education 
domancla const;ant application and' 
usually govern thomselvoa accordlng- 

, They, aro fond of..iexlira;^iarrlcular 
studies: as Uhey reâllse||ïhat In this 
.way they can best comp^^opinlons 
and pool their knoiiir1edge^*^'ln their 
attitude to sport they are eminently 
sane and use the opportunities given 
them to develop themselves physical- 
ly -without abusing It at the, expense 
of tiieir studies. 

StudenJb^^dM^i^^ 
They aro ideaMs'ts^aM'q^at of the 
disputes between students and uni- 
versity authorities result from the 
student clinging to Bomo Ideal. "I 
have' never talked to a student In 
vain", stated the professor. 

"They are contradictions" he con- 
cluded. "They-profesa radicalism and 
are conservative, they profess lazi- 
ness and study hard,* they conduct 
themselves In a careless manner and 
yet t)iey ' continually shoulder bur- 
densome responsibilities."
